ment of the University of Michigan, Ann Arbor, Michigan, where 
he has served to the present time.

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The '’Daily Worker” on May 27, 1947, carried an 
article captioned, "Michigan Civic Leaders Ask End to Witch 
Hunt” dateline Detroit, May 26* The article Stated that 
SLOSSON, among others, signed a statement asking the University 
of Michigan to reinstate the American Youth for Democracy 
on the campus. 

The "Daily Worker” was an East Coast Communist 
daily newspaper which ceased publication January 13, 1958. 

The Communist Party (CP) has been cited by the 
Attorney General of the United States pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450. 

The American Youth for Democracy (AYD) has been 
cited by the Attorney General of the United States pursuant 
to Executive Order 10450. 

The "Michigan Daily”, a student publication on the 
campus of the University of Michigan, Ann Arbor, Michigan, 
on Page 1, Column 1 of its issue of March 23, 1948, published 
an article captioned "M.Y.D.A. Denied Reinstatement by 
University." This article stated that President ALEXANDER G. 
RUTHVEN of the University of Michigan, refused to reinstate 
the Michigan Youth for Democratic Action (MYDA). In regard 
to this act. Professor SLOSSON is quoted as saying, ”1 resent 
the MYDA strongly and yet it is tactics like the Communists 
to prevent organizations from meeting publically. We should 
not imitate them.” He also stated, "The Communists do not 
believe in freedom, but we do. We should show our belief by 
our actions.” 

The "Michigan Daily”, dated April 16, 1947, reported 
that the MYDA was the University of Michigan chapter of the AYD. 

The"Michigan Daily” dated October 27, 1949, carried an 
article captioned "Professor Slosson Disputes Top Red Decision" 
with the subheading, "But Unsympathetic to 11 Dependents.” The 
article states in part as follows: 
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’"I would not have voted guilty on the 11 top 
Communists on the basis of what evidence I've 
read,* Professor Preston Slosson of the history 
department said yesterday. 

"Speaking at a meeting of the Americans for 
Democratic Action, at which Professor Samuel 
Estep of the University law school also spoke. 

Professor Slosson said 'no one can have the 
slightest sympathy with the defendants. They 
cry for civil liberties on the one hand, and make 
excuses for all sorts of Russian violations of them 
on the other.* 

'"But it is questionable whether they cause any 
real and present danger to the government. So 
far, they are only practicing abstract advocacy 
of possible revolution', he said. 

’"I think the government should allow a little 
flexibility in the interpretation of this abstract 
kind of talk, and concentrate instead on any real 
conspiracy that may arise', he concluded." 

DE T-2 advised on June 30, 1947, that ANN SHORE in¬ 
formed him that Professor Slosson was a sponsor for the Com¬ 
mittee to Undertake Referendum Campaign on the Callahan Bill 
under the auspices of the Civil Rights Congress. 

The Callahan Bill would force all groups and 
agencies operating under instructions from foreign organiza¬ 
tions to declare themselves with the Michigan Attorney General. 
This bill was declared unconstitutional by the Michigan Attorney 
General on February 17, 1949. 

The Civil Rights Congress has been cited by the 
Attorney General of the United States pursuant to Executive 
Order 1Q450. 
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DE T-3 advised that ANN SHORE was the Director 
of Organization for the Civil Rights Congress. 

DE T-4 stated on February 6, 1947, that JACK RASKIN 
advised him that Professor SLOSSON was a member of the Com¬ 
mittee for Academic Freedom. RASKIN further described 
SLOSSON as a person who likes to think of himself as a great 
liberal, but otherwise has crazy ideas. 

Mrs. BERENIECE BALDWIN, an active member of 
District 7, CP, from 1943 to 1951, who has testified before 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities, stated that 
JACK RASKIN was formerly Executive Secretary of the Civil 
Rights Congress. 

The "Michigan Herald", dated October 26, 1947, 
carried an article captioned, "Form Academic Freedom Group" 
dateline Ann Arbor, Michigan. The article states in part 
as follows: 

"One hundred and twenty delegates from 60 student and 
youth organizations met here last weekend and established 
a permanent committee to take action on violations of 
Academic Freedom. 

"Prof. Preston Slosson, of the University of Michigan, 
addressing the delegates declared: 

"’We are deeply concerned with recent infringements 
on student rights, but let us not forget that we seek 
equal freedom for all because the instructor and teacher 
are not policemen.* 

"Prof. Slosson said that such actions as the banning 
of the Michigan Youth for Democratic Action are relative 
infringements on academic freedom. 
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"But these relative actions that we have witnessed 
in Michigan are like germs that will spread if 
nothing is done to remedy the disease, he maintained." 

Mrs. BERENIECE BALDWIN stated that the "Michigan 
Herald" was a Communist controlled weekly publication in 
Detroit, Michigan. She stated that around February 15, 1948, 
it merged with "The Worker", an East Coast Communist pub¬ 
lication to become the "Michigan Edition - The Worker." 

The "Michigan Daily" on April 24, 1947, carried 
an article captioned "Varied Faculty Opinion Meets MYDA 
Ruling." The article stated that Professor SLOSSON had said, 
"As an individual and as a member of the committee on 
Academic Freedom, I wish to enter a protest against any ban 
of a student organization because of Communist affiliation 
or activity. To suppress what we do not approve is the 
Russian way. To subject it to the sunlight and open dis¬ 
cussion is the American way. I prefer the American way." 

The Eight Star Edition of the "Detroit Times", 
a local daily newspaper, on April 28, 1950, carried an 
article stating that approximately three hundred persons 
heard Professor SLOSSON and HERBERT J. PHILLIPS, ousted 
University of Washington professor and self-admitted member 
of the CP, debate Capitalism versus Communism. Professor 
SLOSSON replied to the question, "Aren*t Communists handicapped 
in spreading propaganda in this country?" by saying, "They 
do have newspapers. They distribute circulars. They have 
mass meetings. They send out considerable propaganda litera¬ 
ture....To the credit of the Communists they are active, but 
people think that half the Michigan student body is Communistic 
because the few Communists make all the loudest noise.... 
Politically and economically American capitalism at its worst 
is a thousand times better than Communism at its best."
